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* Crollixe in his 250 pag, writes thus, #. Myrrh Alloes, Saffron ' 
of each four Ounces, powder them, and pour on them ſo mnch Al. 
ca'izate Spirit of Wine as will reduce them to the | 
form of paſte, then pour in ſo much Oyl of Sulphur 7? NE Mineral 
made by a Bell-kill as will colour them black, then 2. Boney 
pour on Spirit-of Wine Tarrarized as will cover leſophy, 

them four fingers over, put them in a Glaſs in dige- : 

ſion for two days , ſeparate the rinfture , and pour on pure Spirit of 
Wine, circulate it two months, ſeparate the tinture , and diftil! rhe 
fects by a gentle heat. 

What comes over, add to the tintures, and it will be far better 
than the vulgar diſtilled ; for the Virtues, he hath the words of Para- 
ceſs, and faith, Ir removes all Obſtructions of the Lungs, and Cheſt 
Pipes, popular+Infe:tion, and InfeRious Airs , and Peſtilential Fea- 
vers ; removes all peſtiterous Humours in the Stomach aud Bowels, 
and eaſes all pains there ; takes away all Obſtruttions of the Brain , 
curing the Vertigo, Meagrim , and Dimneſs vf Sight ; comforts the 
Memory , prevents the Pallie and Gout, quickens the Intelle&s 
and all the Senſes, breaks the Stone inthe. Reins and Bladder , com« 
fo-rs the Heart and expels Melancholy , eaſes rhe Ill;aco Paſſio, and 
Dolour of the Ribs, carries away falt Humours inſenfibly, and all 
Surfeits from intemperance of Diet or Drinking , cures the third day 
Ave, and Feaver He&tick, brings forth congealed Blood, and ſpeedily 
heals all. inward Ulcers and Wounds ; and faith he, all Difeaſes pro- 
ceeding either from heat or cold, are by this Medicine healed.

than is contained in the Saffron , then ſeparate the Medicine trom the 
fects and keep it for uſe. This Elx:r thus prepared, in colour re- 
ſembles the pure Arterial Blood of a ſound and .healthy Man ; and in 
taſte will be fragrant, ia which the Myrrh and Saffron will plainly ap- 
pear very ſtrong in taſte, wittrout any offenliveneſs or nauſeouſnefs;but | 
gratefn] to the Stomach.

It ſuffices me, that Salt of Tartar volatiſed, 
Fei 6 OE _— and reduced in the ſhop of the Stomach, unts the torm 
fomath, of meats, paſſeth into the Meſeraick Veins ; or being 
conveyed thirher by the Urine,doth clenſe all obnoxious 
humours there congealed, though they. never ſo obſtinately adhere to 
the Veſſels.

That is, if foul- 
neſs adhere to the firſt Veſſcls, we 'may uſe clenſing Medicines , Na- 
ture ſafely doing 'the reſt : But if ſtubborn obſtructions ſhall fecrer- 
ly lodge in a more inward part , then Medicines made by the volatile 
Salt ot Tartar are to be made uſe of , which walh away the cauſes 
ot all Diſeaſes, as Soap wathes Linnen ; for Medicines that perform it 
are made by the help of the volatile. And in the ſame Page , he 
ſaith , It's a wonder how much this Salt of Tartar (tor it {cours 
all dreggilhnefs of obſtruing filths our of the Veins, and all colle- 
&ions ot Apoſthames , being chat Sair that is Volatiſed with 8p. Y. 
and not Oyl) makes good that ſaying of Parace!ſs, that where ever 
this Spirit will not reach, ſcarce any other Spirit ſhall more power- 
tally come , where he ſpeaks as to the Curing of Diſeaſes. - Now as 
to the 'Virtues of rhis Solvent in preparing Medicines , it doth by 
the help of the Fire clenſe that is foul, digeſt 1, 1 ues of this 
that is virulent, and inverts its Maliznity, and pytarite Sal of Tar- 
by means thereof is the virtuz exalted -and made. tar in preparizy Ade- 
more noble by a thouſand fold ;, fo that we have dicines. .

which by reaſon of its alcalizate Nature is marvailous abſterlive, 
reſolving all muckons foulne(s, cutting and attenuating all rough 
and flegmatick Coagulations which it finds in its paſſage , bringing 
them forth part by Urine and Sweat, and ſometime#by Siege. And 
by reaſon of its, Balfamick Nature i is wonderfully ſtrengrhening , 
not only removing all Obſtractions to the fourth Concottion, bur 
alſo fortifying Nature againſt al] Diſeaſes whatſoever, which is mani- 
feſt in many. Difeaſes.: For in a Pleurilie, this Medicine being applyed 
when itis in its height, will ar the firſt quarter of an hour cauſe an 
extreme ftrugling or contending in that fide the Diſeaſe is, and in 
one hour will leave the Patient tully at eaſe deſirous to (leep, and in 
fleep will cauſe a gentle Sweat, when they wake they are in perfect 
health, and the firſt water they make ulaally is thick and muddy ; 
Bur 1 always adviſe to take it-lo rwo or three days atter , and by this

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means they have not only a preſent riddance of this Diſtemper , but 
are likewiſe ſecured from-Relapſes, without loling one drop .of 
Gieeiargs Doſes is ſach blood ; and the like in a Quinzey , only the

In the Small Pox apply it four 
times a day if the Party be ſwelled with them, and you.ſhall ind thac 
there will be a thick muddy water, the Party in a ſmall Sweat,and ſoon 
freed from ſtarting in ſleep, and that few of them will come to a Sap- 
puration, and thoſe that do will not pit at all, for this Medicine doth 
in the rſt place corroborate the Vitals ; next, prevents the further 
putritying ot the humour peccant , -and by Urin and Sweat carries off 
the Venom ; in caſethere be. a Looſeneſs, it will tay it by degrees, 
but ſo that the off&rlive. matter is firſt evacuated. In violent burn- 
ing Feavers 'it will preſently drive the Diſeaſe from the Heart, and 
put the Patient into a. moderate ſweat , and ſuddenly leave them in 
eaſe, and they -will reſt well, and ſoon come to_ have a ſtomach, 
which.is a fre (ign that the Feaver is gone: And I always defire 
they may have what Meat they delire , and never find that the Di- 
ſeaſe will at all trouble them if they drink ſtrong Drink with their 
Meat, ora Glaſs of Sack , or both, In Peſftilential Feavers take it 
as in the Small Pox, the ſtronger the Diſeaſe is, and the weaker the 
Body and farther ſpent with the Diſeaſe , let your Doſe be the larger, 
for this Medicine in any caſe will ſtrengthen Nature "Id co-operate 
with her in the expelling of Diſeaſes. In the Plague which doth 
weaken the Body the moſt of any Diſeaſe for ſo ſhort a time , 1 do 
ever adviſe to take it once in two hours till either a ſore riſe, or that 
the Patient be ſenſible the" Diſeaſe is much abated , and then four 
times a day wilfrve, and after twice a day , and if any ſwelling ap- 
pear, then aneint it with Oyl of Lillies, and Oyl of Marſh Mallows, 
of each a like quantity , when it breaks uſe that Ointment called 
Hnguenum A poſtolorums , which will both ſufficiently clenſe , and 
fill up the fore, but continue taking this Medicine til] the fore is 
healed , or rather ſome days after. And here I muſt needs acknow- 
ledge the Mercy of God ro me and mine in the great Sickneſs in 
166s, for we all of us were Viſited at one time, and I my felt in 
the molt danger of any , inſomuch that ir was conhidentiy reported 
1 was dead and buried, by conliderable perſons ;- yet, I praiſe God, I 
was 
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was ſoon recovered.by this Medicine, and the reft of my Famuly ; 
nay my Wife was ſo bad, that it was wich much confidence reported 
I had cured her of the Tokens ; which I abſolutely deny, concluding 
jr to be as much to cure the Tokens, as to contradict the Divine Decree :

preſemly take half a ſpoonfull in Sack, and they will have the 
Fits abated much everytime; and it of no long continuance , Cured 
in 3 or 4 Fits: But if the Jaundice or Scurvey be mixt with it, or a 
Conſumption , which often happens by long continuance, then it 


will require 3 Weeks or a Month in the Curing, although they take: 


it 4 times a day. And here I muſt take notice of what Van Helwoont 
faith of the Man that had yielded himſelf up as irrecoverable :, He 
ſaith, he Dined with him the next Day , but he doth not tell you he 
was ſo ſoon well , So likewiſe you ſhall find that by this Medicine 
in the ſame Diſeaſe, there will be much abatement of the Diſeaſe 
every Fit, and the Body will daily grow ſtronger, and by conſe. 
quence well; ſo in Every day Agues follow the ſame order, and 
they will preſently be gone, for they are but a ſpot in compariſon 
to the Third day Ague, except the Feaver HeRtick, which will require 
a Month uſually in the curing , unleſs the Patient be 4 @uortidian 
ftrong, and hath had it but a very ſhort time: But i& Hefick, 
it be once come to a Meraſmuiz, which is the moſt dangerons of 
Conſumptions, it is rarely cured, though doubtleſs in its beginning in 
a temperate Body, and eſpecially one that drinks no ſtrong Waters , 
nor Brandey, nor is auch imployed in the heat of the Fire or the 
Sun, and wiil take now and then a Glaſs of old Malego Sack and 
ſome of this Medicine, not exceeding 4 times a day , may have help 
thereby. 4 

The Convulfions I have cured many, to the admiration of thoſe 
that have ſeen thei ; but above the reſt, I had under Cure 
a little Boy about two years of Ape, which had not only * 
the Convullions, but the Rickets, and a Lethergy, and was nothing 
but Skin and Bone, being ſo waſted with his Diſeaſes; When 1 ſaw

t, I alwaies concluded it might recover, though all people that ſaw it 
faid it was impoſſible (although they mind no other Diſeaſes but the 
Convullions,) the Mother was willing to uſe this El:xir , rhe Doſe 
was twenty drops at the firſt, 4 times a_day, atter I adviſed to give 
thirty, whicMTRE did, and found" it more prevalent on the Diſeaſe , 
and the Child a little reviv'd after ſome days : Then ſhe began to 
give it 40 Drops as often , and after the Doſe was fo increaſed the 
Fits were much abated ; For before, when the Convulfions was off , 
the Lethargy came, but both theſe being much abared , the Child 
began to go a little , bur then appeared a Paley in one lide, and in 
the Tongue, which then the was as much troubled at, fearing as they 
A eat ſaid, the Child would be both a Fool and a Cripple , 1 

e Palſe. adviſed tocontinue this Medicine , and by Gods bleſting 
on it, the Child was fully freed from all theſe Diſtempers, yer it had 
many times after ſymptoms of the Convullions , but is now a fine 
thriving Boy. Now thoſe that had only the Convullions were ever 
helped quickly, although their Parents had buried their former Chil. 
dren of the fame Diſtemper ; but I alwaies adviſed the Parents of 
the Child to give the firſt Spring and Fall ſome of this E/ixir. Ang 
here I muſt take notice of a groſs Error, in the Month the Child is 
born, it is often froward and will not ſleep , then the Nurſe for her 
own eaſegives the Child either Syrup or Poppeys, or Syrup of Let- 
rice, or Diaſcordiums, or boyls a Poppey thell in the Milk, and per- 
ſwades the Mother that it will be well if it ſleep, which would prove 
true if it was not forced to ſleep by thoſe cold ſtupifying Poyſons. 
For had it ſomething to cauſe Evacuation of Wind that was Homo- 
genial, then it would be much better for ſleeping , but theſe cold 
Poyſons will lark in the body a long time (if they give not ſo much 
as Will kill, ) and then cauſe either the Convullions or crooked 
Limbs or Backs by the debilitating of the Nerves, and neither the 
Parent nor the Child knows who hurts it. 1 alwates adviſe my 
Friends that they will both themſelves and Children , abſtain from 
Rupifying Poyſons, as the moſt deadlyeſt of all Poyfons , and if they 
will defire to ſleep, and cannot., let them. rightly know the cauſe of 
hee not ſleeping , and take away the Cauſe, and the Effefts will 
ceaſe. 

The Scurvy, a Diſeaſe few take notice of, ſo long as it is not mixt 
with other Diſeaſes, as the Jaundies or Droplie, and then os 
orner 
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other Diſcaſe is taken notice of , but the Scurvey ill is hid, unlefs 
either the Teeth be looſe, or that they be ſo faint that they 
can ſcarce go up a pair ot Stairs ; Let it be never fo bad, 
provided the Patient be not very old, and this Medicine will re- 
move it; but as it is long in contrating for the moſt part, fo it 
will require ſome weeks for the removing; And removing that, 
what other Diſeaſe doth accompany it will paſs away with it, 1 
might mention ſome Experiments thereof , bur 1 am confined to be 
ſhorter than 1 would, And for the ſtubborn obſtructions of the 
Spleen , this Medicine will remove it withont any other ſenlible 
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ettects, then after the taking of it there will be a twiching or prick- 


ing in the part, and when once that they have an Evacuation of 
much Wind downwards, then the Diſeaſe is moved, and hs and 
in a ready way to be cured by continuing the taking pales cect 
alwates a large Doſe at night. | 
And in Melancholies and Madnefles this Medicine will work ad- 
mirable efte&s ; For although it be taken in Sack, yet 1 
cannot find any waies offenſive in the greateſt rage, but 4##{ancholy, 
doth mitigate the Paſſion, and from a miſchievous paſſion pr __ 
bring them into a more mild though merry diſpolition , hs 
and prevents them from hurting themſelves or others. 
I have a Woman at my houſe that hath been diſtempered for near 
twenty years, which hath undergone much of Purging 
and Bleeding, infomuch that in cold weather ſhe will be A. 
extream chill, and then I do allow her Brandy to warm her , though 
ſhe alwaies hath a good Fire, and ſometimes let her drink it without 
Elixir but every day with, during the cold Weather , and I find it 
the beft Volatile, and that ſhe is not at all diſturbed with it, although 
ſhe drink no ſmall Beer all the Winter , and for the moſt part in 
Summer none but ſtrong alſo ; and I defire to keep her to Diet of as 
ood Meat as | my ſelf delire to have, ever allowing her as much 
as ſhe will of Mear, only when ſhe is in a paſſion, then the drinks fix 
Shillings Beer, but is not hindred from Meat, or what ſhe will cat 
that will produce good nouriſhment, and then-I find that this Elixir 
will ſoon bring her out of her paſſion , which now ſhe. will freely 
cake , but atthe Grſt was much againſt it, having taken abundance 
of means before ſhe came to my Houſe. I have mentioned this to 
fatisfie the World how innocent ſtrong Beer moderately taken is in 
B 2 any 
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any Caſe. Thave cured under God many both: Melancholy , and di- 
{tempered in Mind, and ever do delire their Friends to allow them 
ſtrong Drink with their Meat , and find them. the ſooner and-mo:e 
ſurely cured by that means than by keeping them low, and bleeding , 
and purging of them, which I never uſe , itkewiſe of that ſad unquoth 
reſtleſs Diitemper called the YVapors of the Mother , I find no better 
a Way , not more ſpeedy in its Cure, then to give them a good Diet , 
and this Medicine in Sack three times a day art the leaſt, and at night 
before give them a larger Doſe than ordinary ; and fo in all Diſtem- 
pers, for then it workSMbeſt Effet ; and ſo Womers Flax, this 
Medicine will ſoon ſtay it, and cleanſe the Womb of all obnoRious 
humours. I could fay much in that Caſe, but my time will not per- 
Dies mit me. And ſointernal Ulcers, either in the Bladder, or 

1% Neck of the ſame, or inthe Reins ; this Medicine will both 
cleanſe and heal, bring away the putred matter by Urin, ſometimes 
like rags, and ſometimes matter. 

Now let me not forget that Diſeaſe the Sea-men call the Belly-ach , 
To tell what I ſee lately performed ; A Sea-man having ſtaid ſome- 
time in the Weſt /zdtes during theſe Wars, when he came home was 
in a ſad condition , his Friends came to me, and in tew days he was 
perfectly Cured thereof, and by a ſmall quantity of this Medicine , 
and went to Sea in a week after , as though he never had ailed any 
thing. Had thoſe that go thoſe long water-drinking Voyages but a 
Glafs or two of this with them, it would many times (under God) 
preſerve their Lives, = ; 

And for Ruprtures or broken Bellies, if it be ether Wind or 
Water, this Medicine will ſoon take it -away ; The Piles. It eaſes 
thoſe which overffow, or arehot and burning, as it many times hap- 
pens ; Andif there be a weakneſs in the Fundament or Ulcer there , 
it will ſoon be healed , and ſo Malignant Ulcers External are healed 
by taking this. Medicine. I might enumerate abundance of Difeaſes 
that I have ſeen its effect in, bur that was but to trouble the Reader : 
Let me now give a general DireRion in taking of it in Catarrh or 
Aſtma : Takeit in a large Doſe every night, and it the Lungs be 
Uicerated take it 4 ines DE not, 3 times, in the Morning ,. one 
hour before Dinner, and be ſure to take a large Doſe ever night 
inany Diſteraper ; and where the Body is weak and Teeble, then 
zake of it 5 or 6.11mes in adaythreeſcore drops in Sack ; Thoſe that do 
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not love Sack, may take it in French Wine or A'z , i! ſuch cannot be 
had, let them abſtain from eating halt _an hour , but not cxc. 2d one 
hour, nor take it by your good will on a full Stomach, unleſs exe 
rraordinary need be, then it will not harm in the leaſt , chough nor 
work ſo good effe&t as on an empty Stomach. 

Now a word or two to my Brother Thyro, Firſt, Implore the afliſt- 
ance of the Almighty. Next learn to know the threefold Salt in 
Na.ure, the threeford Sulphur, the threefold Mercury; ard the 
Sympathy and Antipathy in them, their Separation and Union , the 
cauſe of there not uniting, the Degrees of Heat and Cold required 
for their putrifaction Underſtand theſe, and then thou mayſt 
be in hopes of accomplithing thy delire; Learn to make one good 
Medicine, and dote not on too- many ,. or elſe thou wilt loſe thy 
labour. 

Now a word or two to thoſe that take this Medicine , before thou 
begin to take it, ſerioully conlider with thy ſelf, whether thou canſt 
be content to take it fo jong as 5 required, if thy Diſeaſe be of long 
continuance ; it thou canſt not, thou wilt only have eaſe and not a 
perfect Cure, which I find, ſo then thou mult begin again ; but if thy 
Diſeaſe be of no long {tanding, then a thort time will ſerve, how- 
ever leave not off too ſoon, but -when thou. art reſolved ro take ir , 
then detire a bleſſing from God on it, and then queſtionleſs thou ſhalt 
obtain thy delire , and having obtained thy deſire , return Thanks to 
God for it, alwayes — that receiveany thing of God, 
and not giving thanks to God for ir, do but rob God. 

Now as to order in Diet, Let the Patient eat what the Stomach 
will beſt digeſt, provided it be not too much ſweer, or ſuch things 
as are much offenlive ro Nature ; Keep conſtant times in Eating , and 
as.near as thowcanſt, Drink not betwixt Meals.
